Washington, May 5—Bomors that the 


next move of the United States would be 
toward Porto Eico are confirmed from 
several sources. Persons who have been 
with the President much nssert this 
morning that there is strong likelihood 
that Porto *Rico will be in the hands of 
the United States within 48 hours. 


It is said that an immediate seizure of 


the island has been ordered. This is a 
strong statement, and it is doubtful if the 
country intends to take such pronounced 
! action as this. It is more probable that 
the fleet under Admiral Sampson will at- 
tack the Spanish fleet if it baa gone to 
Porto Eico, and let circumstances decide 


I what will be done after the great naval 
9 engagement that would follow.

said, "What w« want now is Porto Eico. 
We ought to have it by tomorrow and 
probably will in a'day or two."

Test Vote on Income Tax. 


Washington, May B.—Quite unexpect- 


edly a brief but sharp debate was pre- 
cipitated in the senate yesterday on an 
Income tax The resolution proposing 
an amendment to the constitution relat- 
ing to the succession to the presidency 
was under discusglon. Mr. Mills pro- 
posed an amendment in the form of a 
new section Intended to authorize con- 
gress to lay a tax on incomes In such 
form as to meet the requirements of the 
decision of the supreme court. He.was 
pharnly rritlriFed for crfl"avorlns to 
place such a rider on a resolution which 
practically all senators favored, but 
stood his ground and insisted upon a vote 
on his amendment. The amendment 
was defeated, 32 to 29, all the Republi- 
cans voting against the amendment and 
all the Democrats except Mr, Caffery, 
together with the Populists and silver 
Republicans, voting In favor of It.

adopted, read as follows: "In all cases 
not provided ft-r by article second, clause 
fifth, of the constitution, where there la 
no person entitled to discharge the duties 
of the office of the president, the same 
ahall devolve upon the vice president. 
The congress may by law provide for the 
cuff, where there is no person entitled to 
hold the office o.' president or vice presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall act as 
president, and such officer shall act ac- 
cordingly until the disability shall be re- 
moved or a president shojl be fleeted."

They attempted to burn the rail- 
road station, and stoned houses. Troops 
were called out and a number were 
wounded. 
Martial law has been pro- 


claimed at Carthegena. 
~ Fierce disturbances are 
reported in 


other places. Looting and shooting con- 
tinue, and soon the entire country will be 
under martial law.

The fishery-omen who broke 
out 


against the octroi dues at Gijon received 
the most determined assistance from the 
tobacco girls. 
Together they sacked 


several bakeries and burned all the 
octroi offices, with all the papers belong- 
ing to th» foreign ships loading in the 
harbor. 
The civic guard was hotly 


stoned at the prison, and the mob 
marched off with the iron bars of the 
jail. 
When the trOops appeared they 


were hotly stoned, replying with a volley 
from their guns, wounding many. 
The 


mob then attacked 
the government 


buildings and smashed the windows. 
The troops again fired, this time from the 
balconies, and wounded many, but the 
women kept on throwing stones. 


Many Liberals consider that Spain 


having maintained her honor and justi- 
fied her chivalry, can now afford to yield 
to superior force; but It Is doubtful 
whether public opinion would approve 
this line of action. 


It is said that the government would 


be content to cedp Cuba to the United 
States, but would not pay indemnity,, 
because unable. Well Informed poll-' 
ticlans regard the war as practically 
terminated and that toward the end of 
May it will become history. yWhat will 
follow, however, It is difficult to foresee. 
All the elements of a civil war In Spain 
are unfortunately becoming visible. The 
government and the Liberal party/are 
popularly hated as being responsible for 
the war. The Republicans possess no 
durable chance of success. The Con- 
servatives and Carlists are the great 
parties of the future, and some of the 
Pinsprvnth-o rrrniip" at-" eravitatlnE 
toward Carlism. The economic ques- 
tion, however, will come to the front first, 
for hunger cs. inoi waft.

Great Britlnu Won Id Support United 


Stated' 


Paris, May 5-It ia said here that nego- 


tiations are pending between the United 
States and Great Britain by which the 
latter will support the United States if 
the other powers intervene in behalf of 
Spain. 


The possibility of this is increased by 


fact that Great Britain's interests have 
been endangered by the war and her con- 
suls sal d to be threatened. 


Preparation For tlie Enemy. 


"Washington, May 5.—spaiirs AHsatlo 


fleet is not to be allowed to reach Porto 
Rico, or to approach the coait of the 
United States. Rear Admiral Sampson 
has perfected'plans for meeting the 
enemy on the high seas, and giving battle 
at a. time and place of his own choosing. 


The successful issue of this battle may 


depend in large measure upon the Jspan- 
ash admiral being kept gi profound 
ignorance of the intention of the Ameri- 
can commander, and. being given the 
least possible time in which to escape 
or to prepare for battle. Consequently, 
the secratary of the navy and Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson have kept the details ol 
ihe plan of operations a profound secret, 
and as the time for the movement 
against the Spanish ships draws closer, 
a censorship of telegrams from Key 
West has been establishsd. This makes 
it impossible to obtain direct news of 
the movement of the armored ships un- 
der the immediate command of Rear 
Admiral Sampson. 


All that is definitely known here is that 


the four most powerful ships in Hear 
AtVniral Sampson's command—the New 
Yi,i,v, the Indiana, the Iowa and the 
Puritan—were ready for a prolonged sea 
voyage yesterday afternoon. Their coal 
bunkers were filled to their capacity, 
and additional supplies of coal were 
carried in bags on deck. Two colliers, 
(carrying 8000 tons of coal, were ready to 
accompany tnern to sea. Heports that 
these vessels sailed eastward to meet the 
Spanish ships last night have not been 
confirmed. At the same time, Commo- 
dore Schley's squadron, at Hampton 
froads, comprising the Brooklyn, the 
Massachusetts and the Texas, with two 
colliers, carrying 6000 tonp of coal, is 
ready to sail at a moment's 
notice. 


Swift auxiliary cruisers are scouring the 
ocean In search of the Spanish fleet. 


These facts all point to the theory that 


there is to be a union of the armored 
ships under Rear Admiral Sampson with 
those under Commodore Schley at a 
point in the ocean previously agreed 
upon, and that the scouts are to report 
to them there tho location and direction 
of the Spanish ships. It is not believed 
to be possible that tha Spaniards twill "be 
able to escapa the scouts. 


While 
everyone understands that 


Sampson hopes to do to Porto Rico and 
the Cape Verde fleet what Commodore 
•Dewey did to Manila and Monttfo's 
ships, stops may be made at Matanzas 
and Santiago de Cuba. It is believed 
that any repairs to the fortifications at 
Matanzas which the Spaniards have 
made since the bombardment of last 
week will be knocked to pieces. 


Then the fleet may go around to San- 


tiago, on the outskirts of which Oarrfia 
is pressing; and destroy the fortifications 
there. After that the warships are ex- 
pected to pick up th» Oregon, the Mart- 
ette and the BuJttlo and go back to Porto 
Rico, the taking of which is considered a 
military necessity. 
, There are many hints of a landing 
party from Tampa, which will go on to 
Cuban soil under the guns of Sampson's 
detached fleet. Th« 800 marines on the 
Panther did not go with the fleet, but 
still are baking on their ship In the har- 
bor. 
If troojte are to be landed it is be- 


ilieved they .will go from Tampa and 
join the detached fleet off the landing 
place. It cannot be guessed where that 
is, unless It is Matanzas, Mariel or 
Caibarien. 


The warships are prepared for an un- 


usually long cruise. Their magazines 
are overflowing with ammunition.. They 
will be In fit condition to round up the 
Cape Verde fleet next week If it be that 
the Spanish warships are coming to 
Porto Rico at all. 


It Is believed here that the Cape Verde 


fleet cannot come on to Havana without 
a long stop In Porto Rico for coaling and 
outfitting. So there se*Ais to be plenty 
of time to carry out the full program 
outlined for Sampson, Including

which the Irish ten can furnish on such 
short notice. The Audaz, although Brit- 
ish built, was Spanish manned and doubt- 
less had a Spanish heart, for she was dis- 
abled In tbe first encounter. A big green 
Irish wave got in a stout right hand owing 
ftj the Spaniard's nose, which crumpled 
up her bows as u the; had been made of 
tin instead ot steel. 


The accident to the Andaz is unparallel- 


ed. No croft was ever known to be dam- 
aged in such fashion before. For a dozen 
feet abaft her stem tbe prow was twisted 
around at right angles to the keel. The 
boat would surely have gone to tbe bottom 
bad not ber water tight compartments been 
closed. As it was, she managed to limp 
Into the barbor of Waterford, Ireland, 
where she is still an object ot curiosity. 


Naval men could hardly believe that a 


wave could inflict such an injury, and 
gome were inclined to think that tbe Andaz 
must have run against something of a 
more solid nature than a green sea. The 
officers and crew of tbe damaged boat, 
however, insist that their craft struct 
nothing but waves. 


At beet tbe Audaz In her present condi- 


tion is but a poor advertisement for Brit- 
ish boat builders. These torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, however, are not intended to be 
very stanch craft. They aro built mainly 
for speed, and if they can show a record of 
38 knots an hour but little more is re- 
quired of them. Although they have steel 
hulls, no attempt" is made to make them 
proof against cannon balls. Even the old 
smoothbore cannons carried by our old 
wooden ships would go clear through 
them. Steel bulls, moreover, are by BO 
means as stanch as ribs of oak, but they 
have other advantages wjdoh overbalance 
this.

been received.

The Spainards doubtless 
severed the cable connecting Manila, with 
Hong Kong. The telsgraph cable station 
being in the fortifications at Manila was 
probably destroyed. 


Comruodora Dewey being: tins pre- 


vented from communicating with his gov- 
ernment by the cable, he has been com- 
pelled to resort to some other means of 
making his report so much desired by the 
government and by the public at large. It 
•was first given out by way of Madrid and 
London that the cutter McCollogh had 
put off for Hong Kong immediately upon 
the concluding; of the fight to forward a 
report of the victory. If that was trne'the 
cutter ought to have reached Hong Kong 
ou Tuesday.

WHO WILL SUFFER MOST FROM THE 
WAR TAX ON SMOKING MATERIALS. 


It Is a Derive For Extending the Armor by 


• System of Hydraulic Screws—Shook to 
»e Taken Vf «y Air CnilUons—Dlfflooltr 
ot Guarding- War Secret*. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
6.— [Special] — 


"Aerial machines will be the naval sur- 
prise of the future," said a navy expert to 
nio today. "We have cone about us lar as 
we can go IB perfection of the floating 
oraft, the battleship, the torpedo boat that 
stays upon the surface of the water, tbe 
cruiser and torpedo boat destroyer. Tbe 
submarine oraft is now muoh in vogao. 
In foot, It is quite tbe rage among a cer- 
tain class of Owi-ing lutfcntors. 
But every 


man who has carefully studied tho que^ 
tion of submarine navigation knows tlio 
dreadful difficulties in tajb way and doubts 
complete BUOOPBS by any methods which 
can now be'disoerned. But the aerial ma- 
chine of destruction ii an untried field. 
That we are upon tbe eve of important de- 
velopments in tbat direction I am con- 
vinced. In fact, I personally know of a 
number of Inventors who are oven now at 
work upon devices of this sort. If the art 
of navigating tbe air could be developed 
to a practical state, of course the use of 
aerial destroyers would follow as a mat- 
ter of course and follow very quiokly. But 
as yet flying machines are mere toys, and 
it is impossible to say bow long it will 
take to develop them to the stage of ugo- 
fulness. 


"Successful use of aerial machines of 


destruction does not wholly depend upon 
navigation of tbo air. The use of kites in 
to'sung meteorological conditions indicates 
in a small way what may be doue in the 
dropping of explosives upon the ships or 
cities of an enemy. So dt is, tow, with 
balloons which float; at the end of guy 
ropes. Even without navigation of the 
air our inveutora are likely to produce 
some vory remarkable devices for drifting 
aerial machines out over the point to be 
attacked, permitting dynamite or gun cot 
ton or mollonlte shells to be dropped. In 
just what way these devices will bo adapt- 
ed to throwia'g explosives out to wind- 
ward in case the point to be attacked lies 
in that direction»of course I cannot gay. 
If I oould tell that, I would have tbe 
secret myself. But I believe it will be 
done. With the coming of aerial 'machines 
for dropping high explosives we shall have 
a new argument in favor of universal 
peace." 


Hydraulic Ship Armor. 


Another naval expert was telling me of 


an invention for protecting ships from the 
heavy shot of an enemy. It was a device 
by which there was to be extended out 
from tbe armor sides of tbe vessel when 
in action a secondary protection of metal, 
this to be set In a system of air pistons. 
In other words, when a ship is ready to go • 
into battle this extension armor plating 
will be shoved out 10 or 20 feet by means 
of hydraulic screws. It will be held in 
place by pistons working in uir plungers. 
When a shot strikes the outside armor, it 
will force the wall of metal inward against 
the sir resistance, practically without dam- 
age to tbe outer armor plating or to the 
ship itself. 


This, at least, is tbe idea of tbe invent- 


or. Whether it will or will not work well 
in actual trial remains to be seen. One 
expert to whom the matter was suggested 
said ig bis opinion it would not work at 
all, but that the effect would be very much 
as if a piece of paper were put out before 
one's band to ward off a blow from a sharp 
edged tool. The paper not having suffi- 
cient bulk and resistance to stop the point 
almed-at, it would simply be pierced. Tha 
fact that it is held in placo by air cushion 
plungers will not, in bis opinion, help 
matters at all, because tbe blow from a 
modern cannon ball is so quick and short 
that before tbe air plunger could be get in 
motion to take^bp, tba shock the armor 
would be pierced mid the shot would have 
passed on to the ship itself. 


There bas been such a large cumber of 


volunteers under the calls iieued by tha 
president l/hat, discussion hat been rife aa 
to the number of men the United States 
oonld throw into the field to case we were 
threatened witb a really great war. Of 
course tbe trouble witb Spain doea not 
stir the people of our country as a whole. 


' It touches only the edge of our great body 
politic. But let tbe United States become 
involved in a desperate war witb such a 
nation as Germany or France or Britain, 
and it would be seen that we were capable 
of raising such armies as the world never 
saw before. 


Gurdlog War Secrets. 


Secretary Alger gave it as bis opinion 


tbe other night in private conversation 
that the United States could if necessary 
throw 6,000,000 soldiers into the field In a 
year or a year and a half, all fully equip- 
ped for effective service. There is no 
doubt tbat the men oould be had. The 
only point would be as to their outfitting. 
Would it be possible to provide gune and 
ammunition and commissary and tents 
and madioal supplies and all tbe parapher- 
nalia of war for sn many meu in snob a 
abort time? Other military expert* than 
tha eooretary of war believe ifc conld be 
dona. They say tbe people of tha United 
atate* are the moit inventive and mechan- 
ically MMurMfbl people la tbe world. Lot 
snob a war oomeoB, and just as our mari- 
time Inventors trad Oonjtraotors have al- 
ways io«t every great emergency with 
something nww opd affective BO it is be- 
lieved our maohiOtita throughout tbe coun- 
try would rise to tbe oooaston and turn all 
lorts of machine shops and factories into 
ooneerns for tuning oat guns and muni- 
tions of Wai,

Dealers ThemiclTes Will Hav^ to Pay For 


Stamp* on Glgari and "Funoy Smoking." 
Consumer* Will Have to Stand the Tax on 
Cigarettes, Cheroots and Cheap Smoking. 


NEW YORK, May 5. —[Special. ]—" Of all 


smokers those with a weakness for ciga- 
rettes will suffer most from the war tax," 
Bald an extensive dealer in tobaccos to the 
writer this morning. "Those who use the 
cheaper grades of smoking tobacco and the 
consumers of stogies will oome nest, while 
cigar smokers and the users of- fancy 
brands In smoking tobacco will eufler 
least, if indeed they are at all affected. 


"This is because the tax is to be a spe- 


olflo one—that is, by weighs on package 
goods and by the thousand on cigars and 
cigarettes. 


"It couldn't bo laid In any other way, I 


suppose, but the result will be peculiar. 
Cigarette buyers will now receive 16 in- 
stead of 20 little paper covered rolls of to- 
baooo aa heretofore for 10 cents, the small- 
er packages of cheap smoking tobacco will 
contain only an ounce and three-quartern 
instead of two ounces, and stogies, which 
have retailed at the rate of 5 cents for 
three, will cost O.oanta for that number. 


"But, as I have Indicated, cigar smpk- 


ers will fare batter. It will not be possi- 
ble to raise the price of fi cent goods to 6 
cents or 10 cant goods to 11. Odd figures 
aro not epsily forced in prices of smokers' 
goods. The dealers, therefore, and not the 
consumers, will have to pay the tax on 
cigars., $It bas been suggested as likely 
that the sire or the quality, or hot 3, would 
be modified to suit changed conditions, 
but I hardly think many either among the 
manufacturers or dealers will risk that, 
though it is likely that some'three for a 
quarter' brands will be aboved over into 
the class of 'straight tens.' Will tbe re- 
tailers have to stand all the tax? Probably 
not. Undoubtedly fhey would be forced to 
if tbe manufacturers and wholesalers only 
knew how to stand close together, but 
they don't, and that's an ond to it. Prices 
will have to be arranged so as to divide up 
tbe payment of the tas. 


"There is no kick coming on the cigar 


tax, however," he continued, "at least 
not from the sensible minded in tbe busi- 
ness, whether manufacturers, -wholesalers 
or retailers. It amounts only to $1 a thou- 
sand or one mill on each cigar, regardless 
of quality, and if the cigar men can't 
stand tbat small drain, then they aren't 
good American citizens. 


Cig*rett«» and Stogiea. 


"But with cigarettes and stogies it's 


different. 
Though the tax laid on those 


goods is expressed by the same terms—SI 
a thousand, 1 mill, that is, on each—the 
result is not at all the same. For the per- 
centage of such a tax on cigarettes retail- 
ing at 20 for 10 cents—a half cent each— 
is vastly larger than the same tax on cigars 
retailing at from 35 cents down to 6. 
In a 35 cent cigar ifc will be only one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent and on a 10 cent cigar it 
will be 1 per cent. "Even on a 6 cent cigar 
the burden will be only 3 per cent. 


"On a cigarette retailing at half a cent, 


however, a tax of 1 mill will be the equiv- 
alent of 90 par cent, just ten times as great 
as the same tax on a 5 cent cigar, 20 times 
a,s-great as on a 10 cent cigar and BO times 
aa great as on oco for 35 cents. You see 
at ones how it is that while the dealers 
can afford to pay the tax on cigars they 
will have to make tbe consumers pay that 
levied on cigarettes and stogies. Of course 
it would ba possible to put up the ciga- 
rettes in packages of tbe same size as those 
now on sale and charge 6 and 11 cents in- 
stead of 6 and ,10, were it not for ths 
smokers' dislike for odd figures, of which 
I have already spoken. 
Odd figures -will 


ha^a to ba brought into tbe retail price 
lists of stogies, however, without regard 
to smokers' preferences, the normal price 
of the stogy unit not bsing an exact divi- 
sion'of tbe money unit. 
Tbe same condi- 


tions exist with reference to all the small 
smokes, such as cheroots, all tobacco cig- 
arettes, etc., and these wllljhave to be 
put up in smaller packages than now, 
though they will ba sold at present prices. 


"The tax on smoking tobacco being 


laid by tbe pound, regardless of the qual- 
ity, you can see why the retailers will be 
obliged to raise tbe price of the cheaper 
grades by decreasing the aii;? of tbe pack- 
ages, though they need not disturb the 
price or package sizes of the fancy brands. 


Hard tuck to Some Smoker*. 


"Cigarette smokers have baen playing 


in hard hick for gome time, by the way," 
continued tbe dealer. "Not long ago cig- 
arettes cost the' retailer only 50 cents a 
thousand. When Mr. Dlnglay got through 
with them with the revenue feature of his 
bill, they went up to $1 a thousand, and 
DOW tbe war tax follows on with another 
dollar a thousand, which will raise their 
price to several times the figures of a few 
years ago.. 


"But, while the consumers of cigars will 


not have to belp pay tbe tax along with 
those who smoke cigarettes, stogies, etc., 
and cheap smoking tobacco, cigar smokers 
with tastes educated to high grade Hava- 
na tobacco will have plenty of cause to 
grumble in tbe very near future. I have 
recently seen It stated in print'that there 
was no great occasion to worry about & 


1 shortage of Cuban tobacco yet awhile, but 


that is a mistake. No matter what they 
say about it there is really very little gen- 
uine Havana leaf in steak today, virtual- 
ly no Havana wrapper, and no future snp- 


J ply whatever of either. 
I 
"Even were the war to be closed up 


t next week it would be a long time before 


I the tobaooo lands of Cuba could be re- 


planted as extensively aa formerly, and of 
tour*, tbe first orop will have to gro->v, 
inature and be manufactured before real 
Havanas will again be on the market. 
There will be n few Hnvauas on Bale, no 
doubt, all through tbe war if it ie cot too 
long continued,'but the price ot all such 
goods is now away up, and it will soon be- 
beyond the reach of all but tbe truly rich 
and the truly foolish. In the meantime 
the American grower of tobacco fit for 
cigar ma-king is Icing of the situation."

Death of C, B, Cook, 


After a very brief illness with pneu- 


monia Calvin £. Cook died this morning 
at 2.30 o'clock i»t his home in Williams* 
town. He had lately had business inter- 
ests in Cambridge, N. Y., from which 
place he drove last Friday to the home of 
his daughter in Bannington, Vt. 
Mr. 


Cook was then feeling unwell. His con- 
dition did not improve and on Monday, 
accompanied by his daughter, he drove to 
his home. 
Dr. Lloyd was called and 


found him auftaring with pneumonia. 
The case was serious from the start and 
by Tuesday Mr. Cook's condition was 
critical. Dr. Hall was called in consulta- 
tion Tuesday night and Wednesday, but 
the disease advanced rapidly to a fatal 
termination in spite of all efforts to stay 
its progress. 


Mr. Cook was born at \Vhitingham, Vt., 


December 20,1833, and was therefore in 
his 65th year. He was the son of Deacon 
and Mrs. Benjamin Cook, who moved to 
Stamford, Vt,, when he was a young boy. 
Mr. Cook grow up in that town end in 
1857 married his first ^ife, who was Miss 
Anice C., daughter of James Honghton of 
Stamford. 
Shortly afterward he located 


in Boston, where he was engaged in busi- 
ness for some time. Some years after the 
death of his first wife he married Adelia 
M. Cudworth of Stamford and a littfe 
later he settled in Blackinton, where ho 
was engaged in brick manufacturing and 
farming for 26 years. Some years ago he 
sold the property and retired from bus- 
ness, and had since lived in Wilhamstown 
village, wnere he had a commodious and 
pleasant home on Main street. 


Mr. Cook was one of the well known 


and respected citizens of this part of the 
county. His long residence in Blaokinton 
and Williamstotvn, his business career 
and his interests and participation in the 
public affairs of the town gave him a wide 
acquaintance and brought him into con- 
tact with all classes of men. He served 
on the board of selectmen for 16 years and 
had held other important town offices. 
He was a quiet and genial man, a good 
husband, father, neighbor and citizen, and 
he will be much mis*eu. He had been for 
many years a mcmoer of the Baptist 
church, but had attended the Methodist 
church since moving to Williamstown 
village where there is no Baptist church. 
His family have the sympathy of the 
community in their sudden and great 
affliction. 


Of Mr. Cook's three children by his first 


wifs only one is living Mrs. John Dadman 
of Greenfield. 
His second w:fe survives 


with two of her three children, Mrs. 
George H. Moore of Bennington, Vi., and 
Benjamin C. Cook of West Superior, Wis. 
His daughters were wit a him in his last 
hours and the son was on his way home 
at the time of his father's death.

pleted for the funeral, which will be held 
Sunday afternoon at his late home.

The interest and divi- 
dend for tbe second quarter netted him f 19- 
.68, to which he added 42 cents making an 
additional-sum to his credit of $20.00. The 
interest and dividend for the third quarter 
netted nim f 23.61,to which he added $1.39, 
making an additional sum to his credit ot 
|25.00 The interest and dividend for the 
fourth quarter netted him $22.52, to which 
he added f2.4!>, making an additional sum 
to his credit of $25.00. A total of $85.00 for 
the year, added to his original subscrip- 
tion, $78.85 of which have benn earned by 
him, or saved to him by reason of his con- 
nection with tbe Co-operative Associa- 
tion. The man knows he has purchased 
his goods as cheaply as he could have 
done at any store in the city, and yet he 
is in possession of $78.85, a clear gain and 
profit. No wordy argument ia needed to 
show up the advantage of co-operation, 
here are plain figures which evenrone can 
understand.

The 
desired result was more than attained in 
every instance. It is known that a 
shell containing 200 pounds of dynamite 
will blow the largest Ironclad afloat out 
of the water if It strikes squarely 
against the side or deck. The latter 
reference applies to the suggested use 
of dynamite dropped from balloons on 
the decks of a. fleet or the heads of an 
army, a species of warfare that would 
hardly seem allowable among civilized 
nations. 
The rapidity of loading and firing 


from a shore battery, fort or other for- 
tification varies with the amount of 
the explosive in the shell, but the time 
must not exceed three minutes for one 
shell of 500 pounds or 40 minutes for 
tea consecutive rounds. 
For a shell 


charged with 200 pounds two minutps 
ere allowed or 27 minutes for ten con- 
secutive rounds. The rate of rapidity 
continues to Increase with smaller 
charges, as many as ten rounds in 
20 minutes being reached. The 8 inch 
gun will be fired five rounds with 50 and 
five with 100 pounds in the shell, while 
the 15 inch will be fired three rounds 
with 50, eight with 100, ten with 200 and 
five with 500. 


The pneumatic gun, with Its acces- 


sories, is quite an elaborate apparatus 
of hydraulic pumps, boilers, condensers 
and reservoirs. The guns are so mount- 
ed as to be pointed in any direction and 
to be elevated to 35 degrees. The latter 
can be done either by hand or by pneu- 
matic, hydraulic or electric power. It 
is obvious that some of the objections 
raised against the use of such a form 
of armament on shipboard do not ap- 
ply to its use in forts. There is more 
room for It, and it no longer has the 
unstable platform given by the rolling 
and pitching of a vessel in a seaway. 
It can likewise ba so. protected In a 
fort as to occasion less fear of its 
demolition by an enemy's fire. Re- 
garded as an aerial torpedo. It has a 
far greater range than the submarine 
torpedo, and it may either strike upon 
the deck of a vessel or explode beneath 
the keel. 


Recent experiments have convinced 


the best students of ordnance that the 
use of dynamite justifies the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars where thou- 
sands have previously been expended. 
The dynamite gun can be used in forti- 
fications, as a torpedo defense of a har- 
bor or, in swift moving torpedo boats, 
as a defense of men-of-war against 
movable torpedoes or for siege opera- 
tions on land by regular approaches. 
The application of the dynamite princi- 
ple of ordnance to a class of guns light 
easily manipulated and quickly moved 
will in all probability eventually dis- 
place field artillery. 
Dynamite guns 


may be mounted upon a fast unarmored 
vessel or a whole fleet of them and the 
pant-powder shells shot into the enemy 
with such fierce rapidity as to quickly 
render him helpless. Virtually the ex- 
pense of armor and heavy steel guns is 
rendered unnecessary by the use of 
pneumatic dynamltv. • guns, at least so 
far as "Inshore" fighting is concerned. 
„ The war in Cuba may be primitive in 
Its general methods, as it has been bar- 
barous in Its butchery, but It baa had a 
modernized aspect In the use of dyna- 
mite and other explosives as weapons 
of offense and defense. To the dynamite 
gun used by the Insurgents in the west- 
ern province, Plnar del Rio, may be at- 
tributed more than to anything else the 
noteworthy successes of Maceo a year 
and a half ago, and lately with the dy- 
namite guns successfully landed from 
filibustering expeditions near Nuevitas 
General Gumez has been able to push 
his forces more valiantly OB toward the 
environs of Havana, 


Invisible bullets, though deadly In 


their effects, seem trifles In comparison 
with a dynamite shower of liquid dev- 
astating fire. It is little wonder that 
the Spaniards have been invariably de- 
feated when they have been forced to 
make a Bland against such implements 
of destruction, and if the Cubans with 
only one run at first were able to ex-

He subdivided 
the difficulty of handling the substance 
into two heads, saying that it is nec- 
essary to first obtain an explosive of 
the highest order that can be fired 
safely—that is, without danger of ex- 
plosion from the shock in the ureech of 
the gun—and, second, one which will 
not burst from the shock of impact, but 
at such time after impact as may be 
desired by the gunner. He adds: "We 
now use high explosives or dynasub- 
marine mines and torpedoes. These 
form a part of our system of coast de- 
fense. The compressed air guns (thus 
he terms dynamite guns) are built to 
discharge large charges of high explo- 
sives, and tests have demonstrated 


In their broad aspects. This gun is 
loaded with powder, which, when ex-

Instead it was the much small- 
er but just as deadly cap. 


The common domestic article retails 


at from 25 to 60 cents a pound, accord- 
ing to the proportion of nitroglycerin 
to sawdust or lampblack. 


Gun cotton is an explosive substance 


obtained by subjecting common cotton 
to the action of strong nitiic acid. Sev- 
eral products ar<» known under this 
name, possessing distinct properties, 
though differing but little in constitu- 
tion. The well known detonating gun 
cotton Is insoluble in common ether or 
alcohol and ia not attacked by acetic 
acid, but is capable of being dissolved 
in acetic ether. 
Gun cotton is not 


readily distinguishable in appearance 
from the untreated article, but it ia 
slightly harsher to the touch. 


When wet, it may be kept for an in- 


definite period without change, and 
whether ivet or dry it is affected by 
very few re-pgents. Its stability is su- 
perior to that of gunpowder in every 
respect except lu the ai: important one 
of immunity from explosion. Repeat- 
ed accidents have destroyed the con- 
fidence of all but the very sanguine in 
its safety. It was for a long time sup- 
posed that the ingenious process of F. 
A. Abel had removed the causes of dis- 
trust, but many subsequent accidents 
and especially the terrible and unex- 
plained explosion at Stowmarket, Eng- 
land, in 1871, have not lessened the^al- 
most universal fear. 


If massive gun cotton be ignited by a 
coal or flame of low intensity, it bums 
in the op»n air Inexplosively; if fired 
by a powerful flame, it flashes like gun- 
powder, but if ignited by a fulminate 
as in the case of the torpedo, it det- 
onates with tremendous violence. This 
"sympathetic" quality is difficult to ex- 
plain. It cannot be successfully used 
as an agent for the propulsion of pro- 
jectiles and will never be a perfect sub- 
stitute for gunpowder in military op- 
erations. There is a new gun cotton, for 
which much is claimed, manufactured 
in Wolverhampton, England, whose 
composition is unknown. It is called 
"gadoxyline." 


The point for consideration is that dy- 


namite may be fired as a naked body, 
whilo gun cotton is always Inclosed in 
the torpedo, thoroughly protected, and 
explodes from the impact of the pro- 
tecting shell, or torpedo case, against 
a resisting object, naturally in time of 
naval warfare the sides, keel and hull 
of a vessel or battleship. 


Sept. 20, 1887, Lieutenant E. L. Zalin- 
ski of the United States army, now a 
captain on the retired list, gave his first 
successful demonstration of the experi- 
ments he had been for some time con- 
ducting at Fort Lafayette1, New York 
bay, with his invention, the pneumatics 
dynamite gun. Secretary of the Navy 
Whitney and members of the ordnance 
committee were present. The doomed 
old coast survey sailing vessel Silliman, 
which had outlived its usefulness and 
was to end its marine existence in the 
presence of a distinguished and ad- 
miring crowd, was anchored just below 
the Narrows, about a mile and a quar- 
ter from Fort Hamilton. Shortly after 
3 o'clock there was a trial shot. A whiz- 
zing noise was heard, a Ittig drawn out 
"zo-oo-oo-ee-ee," very much like that 
made by a rocket, and a jet of water 
rose in the air 30 feet astern of tha 
starboard quarter of the Silliman. There 
was no dynamite in this or in the 
second shell, which fell eight yards t» 
the starboard side of the vessel. Tha 
third shot, with more pretension in its 
pound and movements—the projectile 
contained 55 pounds of explosive gela- 
tin—shattered a mast. The fourth shot 
made a terrific noise as it exploded, the 
plain its appearance and process 
Of , »'aue * «"'.

small pieces of wood and blackened with 
smoke, and the Silliman, struck directly 
under the middle of the hull, was lifted 
bodily out of the water and wreekeil. 


Quite different In the results was tha 


testing of the great Justin dynamite 
gun at Perrysville, In the vicinity of 
Syracuse, N. Y., on May 27, 1890, 
when- the gun burst into a thousand 
pieces and scores of people narrowly 
escaped instant death. But it was an 
old gun that had served the Confeder- 
acy during the civil war for a fleldplec* 
and was naturally weakened by long 
use. The dynamite shell upon which 
Dr. Joel D. Justin bases his patent is 
9 inches in diameter and 44 inches long. 
It Incases several wooden boxes con- 
taining dynamite. About 30 pounds of 
compressed cannon powder are neces- 
sary for each discharge. 


Gathmann'a dynamite gun Is also oon« 


sidered a terrible" engine of war, fcut 
as it throws a torpedo shell it should 
properly be termed a torpedo gun. Ona 
of them, he claims, of the same weight 
as the ordinary 12 inch modern piece, 
will throw 1,500 pounds of high explo- 
sive accurately a distance of nearly 
three miles. No ship or fortress in e»- 
Istence could withstand the shock of m 
single Impact, and the rock of Gibraltar 
would crumble, with the garrison, into 
the Mediterranean under a day's bom- 
bardment. 


The torpedo shell is a copper cylinder, 


largo, tapering and thin, packed with' 
wet gun cotton. At the center of ths> 
forward end is placed a considerable 
quantity of dry gun cotton, the wet ma- 
terial being packed closely about it. At 
the forward end of the dry explosive I* 
some fulminate, from which, at tha 
point of the torpedo, runs a tram of 
powder to some percussion caps that 
cock up a bit of pointed steel, which In 
turn tips the projectile. This pointed 
bit of metal striking an object explodes 
the percussion caps, the train of pow- 
der Is fired, the dry gun cotton batching 
explodes the entire mass about it, and 
the destruction of everything within 
reach of the giant force follows. 


The Zallnsld gun is 75 feet long, or Is 


feet longer than the Krupp 125 ton gun 
and naturally much less in w».ight, as 
it la simply a pneumatic tube. With 
2,000 pounds pressure this piece of ord- 
nance will send 100 pounds of dynamite 
1% miles at a speed of 1,400 feet a sec- 
ond. This produces upon the object 
struck by the shot an instantaneous 
pressure of about 6,000 pounds per 
square inch. The cost of the gun Is 
Blight, Ita manufacture does not require 
any special plant, and In exigencies It 
can be made rapidly. 


manufacture. Dynamite, or giant pow 
der, the invention of Alfred Nobel of 
Sweden, can be made Into cakes, or It 
may be converted into a sticky paste 
called "explosive gum," or enveloped in 
cases of paper, pasteboard or metal to 
form cartridges. It is a desiccated mix- 
ture of three liquid ingredients—nitric 
acid, sulphuric acid and glycerin—com- 
bined with sawdust or some similar sub- 
stance, the compound constituting a 
mass resembling damp graham ilour or 
pale cocoa. To some it appears like 
coarse brown sugar. "Explosive gum" 
is of pure nitroglycerin and gun cotton 
more highly charged with nitrate. 
The pulverized form prevents the 


transmission of ordinary shocks except 
under pressure in a confined space. The 
pressure of the inert mineral constitu- 
ents serves likewise to absorb heat, and 
consequently a high temperature can- 
not be readily imparted to the whole, 
but when imparted this temperature ef- 
fects a great expansion of the gases 
and increased effectiveness of explo- 
sion. 


Ignited In the open air, dynamitfe 


burns quietly with nitrous fumes. Ex- 
ploded, usually by means of a fulmi- 
nating fuse or cap, It gives off carbonic 
acid, nitrogen and hydrogen, with little 
or no smoke, leaving only a white ash. 
Under favorable conditions the ef- 
fectiveness of dynamite is always at 
least equal and frequently superior to 
that of nitroglycerin, for the latter 18 
liable to scatter unexploded drops by 
reason of the maximum rapidity of its 
ignition. 


Dynamite Is now recognized as the 
safest of all high explosives. It Is not 
affected by a prolonged temperature of 
100 degrees centigrade, nor is it as dan- 
gerous as nitroglycerin when It solidi- 
fies at 8 degrees centigrade. Neither 
light, electricity nor ordinary shocks, 
contrary to the popular fallacy, cause 
it to decompose or explode. The prin- 
cipal dangers connected with its use 
are those arising from the strong ful- 
minating powders used in the percus- 
sion fuses to explode it. It is also pos- 
sible that if dynamite ia carelessly made 
it may contain an excess of nitro- 
glycerin, which, overcoming the capil- 
lary force of the mineral particles, may 
collect in drops and settle from the 
mass, becoming a source of serious ac- 
cidents. Moreover, it may be that freez- 
ing or thawing after freezing has a 
tendency to segregate the oil. 
In the pine woods of southern New 
Jersey, far from any human habita- 
tion, there are several dynamite fac- 
torlea, which are harmless looking 
structures, as they are scattered frame 
buildings, generally one story high and 
remote from one another.

ordinance prohibiting persons under 


16 years of age from being on the streets, 
alleyways or public places at night after 9 
o'clock:, and prescribing penalties for the 
violation thereof. 


Be it' Ordained by the City Council of 


North Adams, as follows:

Camp at South Framingbani, 
Wednesday afternoon, May 4. 


As far na weather is concerned, this has 


been a great improvement on the day of 
arrival.

Both in the new world and the old 
the custom exists of extracting the two 
front teeth of domestic servants. In 
Pern the custom has existed from time 
immemorial and used to be a sign, of 
slavery in the days of incas. This is al- 
so the custom on the Kongo and among 
the Hottentots. Teeth are stained in 
various colors among the Malays. 


A bright red and a bright blue are 


not uncommon, and a bright green is 
produced with the aid of arsenic and 
lemon jnice. Livingstone related that 
among the Kaffirs a child with a prom- 
inent upper jaw was looked upon as a 
monster and immediately killed. On 
the upper Nile the negroes have all 
their best teeth extracted in order to de- 
stroy tbeir value in the slave market 
and to make it not •worth •while for the 
slave traders to carry them off.—Pear 
son's Weekly.
